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1. The sirfield east of Sprottau (0-52/9 35} is bourded by the Sprottau-CGlogau 

(0 32/3 77) reac un the north and by the Sprottan-Prinkenau (0 52/8 55) road 

on the south. The airfield previously extended to the east as far as the south= 

bounc road leading from “ichelsdorf (0 52/D 5) alonm the edge of the woods. 

The Jancing field is drained into the Sprntte River north of the airfield by’ 
means of a food drainace systeri. There was no railroad spur available at, the 
instrllation. The landing area, thich is serviceable in all types of weatner, 
has « firm crass cover and is about 1,505 reters square. Besides an IW concrete 
runwéy bailt by the Gemans a second concrete runway paralleling the cld one was 
consiructed. by the Russians after the war. The new runway is somewhat longer than 
the cld one and was completed in late 1950. After the occupation of Sprottau by 
the Tussians, the airfield was seized by the Soviet Air Force, It was used up to 
February 1951 and improved under the supervision of the Russians. Two large 
hangers, steel frame structures with vaulted roofs and three stone buildings 

utilized as billets were available at the field, A control building and a large 
‘pricl: structure used as a storehouse wer2 also observed, Underground fucl instal 
latioms were in the northern section of the field, next to the concrete road, 
branching off from the Sprottau-Glogau highway to the field. No airfield Lights 
were observed. In early 1951, the Russians started work on the expansion of the 
field toward the east. Numerous civilian workers were hired for this project. 
Yorkers were still desired in February 1951, Construction activities observed 
included the clearing of wooded areas and the leveling of the ground. * 


2, Prior te February 1951, Soviet aircra’t observed incluced 100 to 120 fighters 
with in-line anc radial enzines and 30 to 35 twin-engine planes with single, 
fair.y hich rudder assemblies, nose wheels and noses noticeably prejecting beyond 
the enrines anc nose compartments almost entirely of plexiglass. heither jet. 
aircraft or foureencine nlanes were observed. Flying activities were irrerular. 
Tha cLghters were observed practicing formation flights wiich consisted ef up to 
five formations vz 20 aircraft gach, The tuin-enrine. aireraft flew incividually 
and in srall formations of three and nire planes. Tight flying conducted with the 
25X1 aid of five searchlights located at Sprottau was also observed. Soviet Air Voerce 
personnel were billeted at the airficld. No air force tillets were in the tom. 
Only three. apartment houses on former Nindenburgstrasse in Glogauer Vorstact vere 
occurxiec by Soviet officers and their Ceperdents, iF

available at the field it is believed that the existence

of the oc runway would uave been impractible because of the Serottau-Drimten= 
au read, whereas the new runway, located nerth of the vid one, is believec to lead 
into the open terrain, The new runray is believed to be at least 2,000 meters 
dong. The expansion of the airfield towarcs the east by clearinr the wooded 
area eas of the hangars appears plansibie. the Sprottau airfield is believed 
to be suitable for larre air units. 

25X1 Comment. It was already mentioned in previous reports that Sorettau air~ 
Pield was occupied to capacity by Singlo~ and iwineengine aircraft. Therefore, 
the numbers of aircraft mentioned in the present report appear credible. The 
infornat:.on indicates that two firhter regiments and one bra ensport recinent 
equipped with TL-lé aircraft were stationed at this field, 
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
